ing up the motor, pulleys and cables 
which are enclosed within a small 
room petitioned off to protect the ma- 
chinery from dust, dirt and contact 
with other goods. The elevator itself 
stood at the second floor, and un- 
aware that young Beta was at'work 
in the basement, Andrew Rlttman, 
the second of the elevator boys, en- 
tered the car' to descend to the main 
floor 
of • the building. 
Half way 


down the car stopped suddenly, and 
Rlttman and other employes of the 
establishment, who saw his predica- 


ful of waste which he was using was 
still bound between the pulley and 
the cable, his hand partially clutched 
about it, when the body was removed. 
The unfortunate lad was one of it 
large family of children, and was of 
i.much help to his parents. The fath- 
er formerly conducted a tailor and 
clothing repair 
shop on Harrison 


street, near Pearl. 


Butz was alone in the basement, 


and his death must have been most 
agonizing, for the reason that he^vas 
slowly dragged into the machinery, 
which tugged mercilessly at his arm 
until it had drawn his body to a po- 
sition where the neck was broken.

The following provision in existing

do not give no- 


tice to the company in writing o£ 
desire to have the supply of gas shut 
off, the term of this contract may be 
regarded by said company as being in 
force against 
for one year 


thereafter, and so on from year to 
year." 


In lieu thereof, the following is in- 


serted: 
"This agreement may be ter- 


minated by either party at any time by 
giving five (5) days' notice of his or its 
intention to terminate the 
same." 


This is the only change. 


Under the existing contracts, the 


burden is put upon the consumers to 
notify the company on or before the 
]st day of April of any year of their 
intention to discontinue the contract. 


Tf they do not so notify the company, it 
may be regarded by said company as 
being in force for another year, and 
therefore binding in effect on both 
parties. 


Under the proposed contract, either 


party can abandon the contract on five, 
•lays' notice. Section 11, of the orig- 
inal contract, however, specifically 
provides "that in confederation of the 
company's right to us=e the streets and 
alleys, it shali furnish gas to consum- 
ers at schedule prices set out in con- 
tract." 


Status of Contract. 


This is a contract, in and of itself, 


and the company could not avoid it so 
long as it has gas to supply and con- 
! timies to do business in the city under 


of meters, or something else, it ought 
to bo in a position to make it obli- 
gatory upon all consumers to conform 
with the change, and open annual con- 
Bracts ought not to stand in .the way 
of an enforcement of it. 


What other arrangements there may 


herafter be made in the matter, if any, 
I do not know, but be that as it may, 
consumers cannot be deprived of the 
right to have the gas furnished them 
so long as it is obtainable and they 
pay or are willing to pay the schedule 
prices an- comply with reasonable 
rules and regulations adopted by the 
company. 


The gas company, after the 1st day 


of April, will, as I have heretofore 
said, be governed by the provisions of 
the original contract and amendments 
thereto, and so long as it has gas it 
must furnish It to consumers upon de- 
mand at present schedule prices, and 
a compliance with reasonable rules of 
the company. This condition of things 
will obtaiu until there is a modification 
of contract by the council, accepted by 
the company, and consumers do not 
deprive themselves of any ol 
the 


rights they now have under the exist- 
ing contracts bv signing the new.
